economic and energy problems with important nuclear aspects. 


2. I believe you would find background information obtainable 
from brief visits to a few selected U.S. nuclear installations both 
valuable and interesting. A table is attached of those most pertinent 
to your information needs. I suggest that you consider inclusion of 
visits to such installations whenever other business takes you into 
appropriate areas.
